Claim 26 (Currently amended); A method of making a sterile, antimicrobial adhesive 
composition comprising: 

placing a mixture of a polymerizable cyanoacrylate monomer and an antimicrobial 
agent in a container, wherein said antimicrobial agent is a halogenated phenolic active 
compound selected from the group consisting of parachlorometaxylenol, p-chlorophenol, 2- 
chlorophenol, 3-chlorophcnol, 4-chlorophcno^ 2,4-dichlorophenol, 2,4,6-trichlorophenol, 
2,3,4,6-tetrachlorophcnol, pentachlorophenol, 4-chlororesorcinol, 4,6-dichlororesorcinol, 
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2,4,6- trichlororesorcinol, cyclohexyl p-chlorophcnol, o b e nzyl p chlorophonol^ o-benzyl-m- 
methyl p-cliloro phenol, o-beiizyl-m,m-dimcthyl p-chlorophenol, o-phenylethyl p- 
chlorophcnol, o-phenylethyl-m-methyl p-chlorophenol, dichloro-m-xylenol, o bengal p

Claim 2R (Currently amended): A method of applying a monomcric adhesive 
composition, comprising: 

applying a monomelic adhesive composition comprising a polymerizable 
cyanoacrylate monomer and an antimicrobial agent selected from the group consisting of 
parachloromelaxylenol, p-chlorophenol, 2-chlorophcnol, 3-chlorophcnol, 4-chlorophenol, 
2,4-dichlorophenoi, 2,4,6-trichlorophenol, 2,3,4,6-tetrachlorophenol, pentachlorophenol, 4- 
chlororesorcinol, 4,6-dichlororesorcinol, 2,4,6-trichlororcsorcinol, cyclohexyl p- 
chlorophenol, o - b e nzyl p - chlorophenol, o-benzyl-m -methyl p-chlorophenol, o-bcnzyl-m,m- 
dimcthyl p-chlorophcnol, o-phcnylethyl p-chlorophenol, o-phenylethyl-in-methyl p- 
chlorophenol, dichloro-m-xylenol, o benzyl - p - chloroph e nol, 3,4,6-trichlorphenol, 4- chloro- 
2-phenylphenol, 6-chloro-2-phenylphenol, o - b e nzyl p chloroph e nol, 2,4-dichloro-3,5-
